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The Bee Gees’ 1974 tour of Australasia — they'll 
be heard as widely from Christchurch's Town Hall 
to Sydney's Opera House and Melbourne's Festival 
Hall — is the first joint venture of two Melbourne 
entrepeneurs — DAVID TREW and GARRY VAN 
EGMOND. 

Their coup in bringing the Bee Gees back to 
Australia has followed lengthy negotiations with 
Australian-born ROBERT STIGWOOD, manager of 
the Bee Gees and who heads up one of Europe's 
largest show-business empires. 

Robert Stigwood is now one of the best known 
Australians in the international entertainment 
industry. 

He is active in music publishing, films, record 
production, TV and stage shows and artist 
management throughout the world. 

The Bee Gees, of course, are the boom 


members of his stable ... which includes artists 
such as Frankie Howard, Lionel Jeffries, Rita 
Tushingham and scriptwriters Johnny Speight, 
Ray Gatton and Alan Simpson. 

Among Stigwood's many honours 15 Billboard's 
“Trendsetter Award” for his production of “Hair” 
in London and for his concept of free open-air 
concerts. 

With the world-wide popularity of the Bee Gees, 
the production know-how of Robert Stigwood and 
the enthusiasm and Australasian knowledge of 
David Trew and Garry Van Egmond, Christchurch, 
Brisbane, Sydney, Canberra, Melbourne, Adelaide 
and Perth can look forward to a successful 
Bee Gees Tour. 

David Trew and Garry Van Egmond welcome 
you to the Bee Gees 1974. 

They know you'll enjoy their show. 
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the average en the BG's wars 
old, the group started its own weekly 30- 
heute TV Sachen screened from Brisbane. But by 
the time they landed that particular contract the 
Bee Gees had already put behind them at least 
three years of experience and achievement! They 
began in 1956 as a three-man amateur group in 
their Manchester hometown. Their first public 
appearance was at a local Gaurmont Theatre 
where they entertained a Saturday morning | 
audience of youngsters their own age with their 
vocal act. / 
Until early 1967 the Bee Gees continued as a trio 
— twins Robin and Maurice Gibb plus their brother 
Barry Gibb, two years older than the twins. In 
February '67 soon after their arrival in London, 
Colin Peterson, an Australian drummer joined 
them and in May they augmented the group yet 
again by the addition of Vince Melouney (also 
Australian). Polydor Records released the 
group's first U.K. single “Spicks and Specks” 
in February and on the same day Robert 
Stigwood, joint Managing Director of NEMS, 
signed ‘The Bee Gees’ to a five-year 
management contract. 


In 1960 when 


The Gibb family left Manchester in 1958, 
emigrating to Australia. And it was during the 
following eight years in Brisbane and Sydney that 
‘The Bee Gees’ built themselves into a headline- 
making group, winning a remarkable succession 
of trophies, awards and Number One record hits 
to become one of Australia’s top pop units. 
Within months of the Gibb family’s arrival in 
Downunder territory ‘The Bee Gees’ had notched 
up their first radio broadcast — on Brisbane’s 
station 4KQ іп a show called “Talent Guest”. In 
March 1960 came their TV debut via Brisbane's 
ABC channel and before the year was out ‘The 
Bee Gees’ had been given their own series of 
regular weekly programmes. 

“We started our recording career a little late”, 
observes Barry, tongue planted somewhere in his 
youthful cheek. In fact Barry was 14 years old and 
the twins were 12 when Festival records released 
the first Bee Gees single, in January 1963! The 
top deck title was an original Gibb brothers' 
composition called “Three Kisses of Love”. They 
made Тор 20 impact with this and an impressive 
string of further self-penned singles including 
“Timber” (1963), “Peace of Mind” and 
“Claustrophobia” (1964). 

Then in 1965 and 1966 came a hat-trick series 

of chart-smashers which took them to the 

pop peak. They were number one with “Wine and 
Women”, “І Was А Lover A Leader Of Men” and 
“Spicks and Specks”. What's more these bes:- 
selling records helped 'The Bee Gees' to win 
awards for the best composition of the year (twice 
running in 1965 and '66) and they were handed the 
National 2UE award as Australia's best group of 
the year for 1966. 

It is impossible to separate the song-writing and 
song-performing talents of ‘The Bee Gees’. The 


Gibb brothers have a magnificent flair for writing 
lyrics and catchy, highly commercial tunes to 
back up those words. Their writing, singing and 
playing is not confined to any specialist style — 
“Ме write about everything and anything. Day-to- 
day events, personal experiences, something 
we've heard on the news or read about іп the 
papers. Sometimes we write a song based on our 
own thoughts. We used to write individually but 
today each new number is a collaboration job — 
a ‘Bee Gees’ composition with all of us adding 
something to the finished effort.” 

Adds Maurice: "Obviously new songs don't just 
come out of the air. They take time. So composing 
has to be an occupation and a hobby. What 

free time we get is used up working on new 
material but that's the way we like it. We don't 
think of song-writing as a task, a job of work. It's 
good fun. It's all worthwhile when a song gets to 
its final stage—when it's there on a demonstration 
disc so that we can all listen to it and decide about 
recording arrangement." 

The 'Bee Gees' quit Australia to return to Britain 
early in February 1967. When they left Sydney 
“Spicks and Specks” was still riding high at 
Number One on Australia’s national charts. 

Of their signing with NEMS on Friday, February 24, 
1967, Robert Stigwood said: ““Тһе Bee Gees’ put 
on one of the most exciting stage shows I've ever 
seen. They have a tremendous versatility, an 
unbelievable professionalism. It's impossible to 
overstate their international potential both as 
performers and composers.” 

‘The Bee Gees’ made their first U.K. stage 
appearance of 1967 when they joined Fats Domino 
and Gerry and the Pacemakers for a special 
week-long Easter holiday presentation at the 
Saville Theatre in London's West End.

At this stage they were looking for a lead male 
vocalist, to take over from George and Barry and 
share the lead harmonies with Jackie. They 
advertised, and from fourteen applicants chose 
Norm Irwin, formerly with The Mike Allen Group 

Late in 1972 MR. GEORGE was signed to record 
for the Philips label, having at that stage been 
together for ten months. Prior to their signing this 
contract they had worked at balls and parties, 
toured the North Coast with Sherbet and worked 
country towns. After returning from the country 
they became the resident band at the Professional 
Musicians Club in Sydney, where they have since 
played to capacity crowds. 

In March 1973, MR. GEORGE recorded their first 
single, “SO MUCH LOVE (IN MY HEART)”, a Ted 
Mulry composition, which reached Top 20 in 
Sydney charts, as well as being a hit in Brisbane, 
Perth, Adelaide and Hobart. 

In November 1973 the follow-up single "LAZY 
SUSAN” was recorded and is currently rating well 
in most States, and is predicted to be a Top 10 
record.
